Japanese Advance Parties Repulsed 


London, June 1éth—A great land and naval battle has been fought at 
Port Arthur, according to an article reeeived from St. Petersburg to-day. 
The Japanese army, acting in SS tee With the navy, began the nee 
en June 10th and while it is not yet kmown just how cc‘sive the batt! 
was, the reports seem to indicate ‘that it was the most important of the war 
thus far. The battle began with the attack of The Japanese to storm the 
outer Iines of the defences at Port Arthur,, and While the land fighting 
was at its height the war vessels in Port Arthur went out of the barber 
to meet the Japanese vessels. It is reported a desperate naval! battle fol- 
lowed outside and that four Japanese vessels and two Russians were sunk 
There are a shundred rumors coming from all sources and it is difficult to 
tell just what has occurred. The land attack indicated that the Japanese 
army has drawn closer around Port Arthur than was realized and is opre- 
paring for the final battle. In the fighting of Jure 10th, which was of a 
sanguinary character, General Stoessel, the Russfan commander at Port Ar- 
thur, was wounded in the leg with a rifle bullet and one ieg has been am- 
putated at the thigh.

Tore Down the Signs 


According to the following article 
in the Moose Jaw Times, the lumber- 
men do not appear to be taking 
kindly to the C. P. R. attitude on the 
lumber question ;— 

“The first act in the lumber “prob- 
fem™ play in the Canadian West with 
the C. P. R. and the retail lumber 
dealers as the hero and villain, res- 
pectively, shows the dealers very 
much fiustered over the action of 
the railway company in carrying cut 
its scheme of overcoming exorbitant 
prices through the west . The com- 
pany's agent wires from Binscarth 
that the notice on prices tacked up 
at that town has been tern dewn and 


tices is to overcome the practice 
among some retzilers of charging sim- 
ply enormous prices. As Mr. Whyte 
stated when the matter was first 
made public, the G. P. R. wil! go to 
the end to accomplish its determina- 
tion of getting the prices to the nor- 
mal scale. When a settler would com- 
plain of the extravagant price on the 
lumber the retailer would simply tell 
him. that it was the result of the 
rates charged by the railway and 
that the buyer should go to the rail- 
way for a betterment of the prices if 
that wzs what they desired. These 
netices now cover and handle the 
situation to a scientific standpoint.’ 

“Herewith is given the explanations 
appearing on the notices. On them 
also appears a complete scale of 
prices on 4ll sorts of lumber, and the 
railway company holds that no _ re- 
tailer is justified in charging an in- 
crease of more than 20 per cent over 
the prices as appearing on the pla- 
card. The announcements on _ the 
poster read as follows: “The lumber 
manufacturers in British Columbia 
publish the following as the wholesale 
plices at which the different classes 
of lumber are sold to regularly estab- 
lished dealers f.o.b. cars at this sta- 
tion.’ After the quotations on prices 
the follow notice appears: ‘Lumber 
dealers are in agreement with the 
manufacturers not to charge above 
what is considered a fair profit on 
the sale of their lumber. Purchasers 
are requested to report to the agent 
at the C.P.R. company here any com- 
plaints he may have as to excessive 
prices charged by dealers, also as to 
any difficulty that may be had in 
purchasing the full supply of limber 
required by them. Any complaints 
will be promptiy forwarded to the 
agent of the proper quarter.” The 
notices are signed by F. W. Peters, 
JO JoBZeucul ojjei} jYLiesJ yueysisse 
the-C,.

The annual announcemeat by the 
Minister of Finance of the book- 
keeping of the country and the 
changes in taxation, known as _ the 
budget speech, was delivered on Tues- 
day afternoon by Hon. Mr. Fieldinz.

statements which the present Finance 
Minister has been able to make 
the House and country. There is still 
a most satisfactory growth in trade, 
in finance and in revenue; and al- 
thovgh vast expenditures have been 
made in public improvements of one 
kind and another, the grosssdebt of 


Canada has been reduced by over a 
miljion dollars during the present 
Liberal administration. 

He estimated the total revenue of 
the year at seventy-one millions and 
the expenditure at fifty-four and a 
half millions, leaving a surplus 
sixteen and a half millions, the ia. 
est on record. The trade of the 
country showed a continual increas 
as did the banking business and de 
posits in the chartered banks.

On window 
glass the general duty,is 29 per cent. 
and the preferential 13 1-2 per cent., 
now further reduced to 7 1-2 per cent. 
Molasses from the West Indies, now 
paying 1 1-25 a gallon, is free. The 
duty on coal-oil which was 5c per gal- 
lon, has been reduced to 2 1-2c. The 
Finance Minister estimated that 
there will be a saving to the people 
on the oil imported of $600,000. A 
bounty of 1 1-2c per gallon will be 
paid on all crude oil produced in Can- 
eda. As the preduction of crude oil 
in Canada is decreasing yearly while 
the importation is increasing, the 
balance in favor of the country by 
reason of the change of tariff which 
he now estimates at $406,000 a year 
will necessarily increase. 

A complaint made by carriage man- 
ufacturers against the importation of 
cheap buggies, is met by the placing 
of a minimum valustion of $40 on 
open buggies and $50 on covered bug- 
gies. A simiiar demand by the borse 
breeders of the West for 2 minimum 
valuation on horses imported from the 
States, is met by placing a value for 
duty purposes of $50 on stallions and 
mares, leaving geldings to come in as 
at present. This meets the com- 
plaint of the breeders against the 
deterioration of the stock of the 
ccuntry, while not interfering  scri- 
ously with the supply of cheap work- 
inz horses. : 

All. products of petroleum, such as 
paraffine wax candles, high grade il- 
fuminating oils, eic., are reduced in 
duty. A number of articles not made 
in Canada are put on the free list, 
including whale oil, soap, hydrofluoric 
acid used by miners in smelting, fer- 
ment cuitures for use in butter mak- 
Paz, prin-cag. gyesses not made m 
Canada, flax working machinery not 
made in Ganada, alluvial gold mining 
machinery not made in Cenada, iggh 
numerous other minor articles. 

A very remarkable provision in con- 
nection with the tariff is that to 
prevent slaughtering of goods on the 
Canadian market. This is the buga- 
boo which advocates of high protec- 
tive duties continually sect up as an 
excuse for their policy. They point 
with terror to the time when with 
elutied facturies and depressed mer- | 
keis in the United States it will be 
necessary for the United States manu- 


facturers to get rid of their goods at 
ny price by placing their surplus on 


the Canadian market, theri by shat- 

ting ouc Canadian home compet ition 
to the ultimate injury of the Cana- 
dian consumer.

The Conflict of Chiefs 


The best critical cpinion in London 

is that the Japanese have a ‘ivision 
not far from Port Adams, holding a 
position where it can check any Rus- 
sian southward advance, and that so 
protectea and holding the Nanshan Hill 
pesition Gen. Oku is quite safe, as the 
fleet is abie to keep him supplied. The 
Russian troops suuth of Kaiping are 
accordingly regarded as being engaged 
in a hopeless effort, and as being ‘in 
danger of being severe?y handled, if 
net cut off. The reports that General 
Kuropatkin Is sending supplies south 
cannot be confirmed. According to St. 
Petersburg a@ivices he is completing ar- 
rangements to hoid h's summer auar- 
ters at Liao Yang during the rainy 
season, when the country will be im- 
passable and that he is elaborating his 
preparations to combat cholera and en- 
teric fever, which may then be ‘rouble- 
some. 
The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Echo de Paris says that the cap- 
ture of Kin Chow and the march of 
the Japanese on Port Arthur has in- 
creased the misunderstanding between 
Viceroy Alexieff and Gen. Kuropatkin. 
The former, who has never seén active 
service, des‘res Gen. Kuropatkin to 
march his army to the relief of Port 
Arthur. Kuropatkin insists that he 
should wait reinforcements. In conse- 
quence, there was @ violent discussion 
between them when they met the oth- 
er day at -Mukden. 

Each sent ‘a detailed report to the 
Czar. Alexfeff insisted on the necess- 
ity of saving Port Arthur, so “as to 
keep a base for the fleet and obviate 
the fatal blow its capture “would in- 
flict on Russian prestige. He pointed 
ed out that after the way in which 
the Japanese had taken Kin Chow there 
was no guaranteeing that they would 
not sacrifice an enormous number of 
men to take Port Arthur; so the Rus- 


siahs should go to its relief. 

On the cther hand, Gen. Kuropatkin 
argued that the Russian forces at Iuiao 
Yang are not strong enough for a for- 
ward movement. Having Gen. Kuroki 
and the Japanese army that had land- 
ed at Takushen on his left flank, he 
thought it wise to stay at Liao Yang 
unti the hed 400,000 men at his iispos- 
al, anc leave Port Arthur to defend it- 
self Moreover, its .garcure by the 
Jrjsrese would be of no strategic im- 
porterce 

Bc.t Alexfeff and Kuropatkin asked 
the Czar to settle the dispute. The Czar 
accordingly summoned a_ council of 
war. There were present Gen. Sakha- 
roff, Admiral Avellan and M. von Ple- 
tive. Ministers respectively of War, 
Marine and the Interior. 

It is understoof that, in view of the 
nava!t ‘necessity of keeping Port Ar- 
thur as a base, all the more essential 
because the Baltic Sea fleet would be 
unable to go to tha Far East if Port 
‘Arthur disappeared, Kuropatkin was 
advised to try to relieve the fortress, 
provided he acted with the utmost 
caution.
